SIFTING SAMPLES OF DIRT—A crew of Manitoba department of agriculture employees re- 
cently were sifting samples of dirt from a sugar beet plot on the farm of B. C. Bergen in the Neu- 
hoffnung district in search of sugar beet maggots. The field had been divided into 120 plots, 60 feet 
long by four rows wide. Ten samples were taken from each plot. The two outside rows in each plot 
are used to check maggots and the two inside ones to check yield. Walter Askins, foreman of the 
project, said he expected his crew would process about 22 tons of dirt. Up to 116 maggots had been 
found in a single beet in plots not chemically treated against the insects. ;

The story of the Co-operative 
Union of Saskatchewan really be- 
gan in Hamilton, Ontario, in 1909 
when seven co-operative leaders of 
that time met and organized the 
Co-operative Union of Canada. 

The Co-operative Union of Can- 
ada wa§ a national body, whose 
members were co-operative organ- 
izations in the various provinces. 
However, the idea of provincial 
sections of the National Union 
gradually developed until by 1940 
co-operators in Saskatchewan de- 
cided to form the Saskatchewan 
Section of the Co-operative Union 
of Canada, 

For many years, co-operative 
leaders in Saskatchewan had been 
meeting together in a co-operative 
council. This council formed the

basis for the new Saskatchewan 
Section.. The Section was _ incor- 
porated as the Co-operative Union 
of Saskatchewan in 1944. 

The provincial unions are mem- 
bers of the Co-operative Union of 
Canada whinh is, in turn, affiliat- 
ed with the International Co-oper- 
ative Alliance. Thus the Co-opera- 
tive Union of Saskatchewan can 
speak on the provincial, national 
and international level. 

It is worthy of mention that for 
co-operatives with membership 
composed of French-speaking Can- 
adians there is an organizatjon 
similar to the Co-operative Union 
of Canada. It is called Lt Conseil 
Canadian de la Co-operation 
(CCC). This organization is a 
member of the Co-operative Union 
of Canada, The Saskatchewan Seo- 
tion of the CCC is a member of 
the Co-operative Union of Saskat- 
chewan. 

The Co-operative Union of Sask- 
atchewan includes in its member- 
ship various types of co-operatives. 
It serves these members in four 
main fielas. These fields are: edu- 
cation, co-ordination, legislation 
and defence. It also provides valu- 
able services in the fields of pub- 
lic relations and research. AS a 
matter of fact, the Co-operative 
Union of Saskatchewan stands 
ready to serve co-operatives and 
the members of co-operatives in 
so far as possible at all times. 


In the field of education the |’ 


Co-op Union plays a vital role. It 
prepares booklets and pamphlets 
on various aspects of the co-oper- 
ative movement. It spearheads and 


helps finance the organization and |, ° 


operation of the July one-week 
co-op schools for’ young people at 
six points in the province. 

One of the latest endeavors of | 
the Co-op Union is the sponsoring 
of the Co-op Institute. This Insti- 
tute has performed valuable ser- 
vice, especially in the field of per- 
sonnel. training. The future of the 
Co-op Institute looks bright. Many 
are looking forward to the. day 
when the Institute will have its 
own building, plans for which are 
now being prepared. 

The Union has a film library lo- 
cated at the Visual Education 
Branch of the Department of Edu- 


cation, There the films are cleaned, 
repaired and properly wound. A 
catalogue listing the available 
films is sent out to member co- 
ops. The Co-op Union is working 
closely with such Public Relations 
Federations organized in FCL dis- 
tricts by supplying pamphlets, 
films or other educational material. 

The Union is also making suit- 
able co-op film strips for use in the 
schools of the province. During 
Co-op Week this year the first of 
a series of filmstrips is being re- 
leased to schools and others. 

The Union is now ready for the 
task of providing the Federations 
with service in the areas of guid- 
ance, co-ordination and operation, 
and a man has been hired for this 
job. 

The Co-op Union of Saskatche- 
wan has rendered valuable service 
in the field of co-ordination. It 
initiated -a series of meetings 
among representatives of leading 
officials of the co-operative and 
the credit union movement. These 
led to unanimous approval of. a 
“Saskatchewan Co-operative Dec- 
laration of Policy”. This Declara- 
tion ensures continued co-ordina- 
tion of efforts or co-operatives and 
credit unions toward mutually de- 
sirable ends, 

The Co-op Union keeps a watch- 
ful eye on all- legislation which 
might affect co-operatives, Close 
contact is maintained with the De- 
partment of Co-operation and con- 
tinuous study is given to the needs 
of co-operatives in the field of leg-

The Co-op Union makes avail- 
able to its members free legal ad- 
vice on matters of general inter- 
est to the Movement, It also gives 
to its members, on request, as- 
sistance in matters of taxation. 


The Co-op Union gives continu- 
ous attention to all matters affect- 
ing the good and welfare of the 
Movement. It stands prepared to 
defend the right of people to or- 
ganize, establish and operate their 
mutual self-help co-operatives 
principles and free from unneces- 
sary business or legislative re- 
strictions. 

In the field of Public Relations, 
the Co-operative Union of Saskat- 
chewan provides unique services. 
It acts as a cleating house for 
ideas. It aets as an information 
centre for its members and others. 
It acts as a reception agency for 
visiting officials from within and 
without the province. It promotes 
good will and understanding on the 
local, provincial, national and in- 
ternational level. 

The Co-op Union also plays an 
important part in the establish- 
ment of directors’ conferences and 
other conferences of co-operative 
officials and organizations.

“That, recognizing abuse of aicaiel as a social evil, the committee 
seeks ta inject a greater degree of continence into present drinking hab- 
its, to slow: the tempo of drinking and to alter the present pattern, to the 
end that temperance and moderation. may. be engendered.”

On June 29 voters in six local option areas carefully: studied the various 
questions on the ballots and then voted-overwhelmingly in favor of new out- 
lets. On November 4 another 196 local option areas will. vote on these same 


; questions.

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The Story of 
Co-op Trust

The Co-operative Trust Com- 
pany Limited was organized by 
co-operatives and credit unions of 
the province in 1952 under special 
legislation. 

The assets of the company have 
increased until by: the end of this 
year it is expected they will ap- 
proach two million dollars, 

The functions may be outlined 
as follows: 

1. To act as executor and trustee 
of wills. 

2. To make long-term mortgage

loans to members of credit unions 
and co-operatives. 

3. To provide a safe investment 
medium for co-operative associa- 
tions, credit unions and individual 
co-operators. 

4. To act in a trustee capacity 
for debenture and bond issues. 

5. To receive and administer 
sinking funds. 

6. To manage and administer 
business enterprises . (Service 
Agencies -Limited—a _ subsidiary 
company selling all forms of fire, 
hail and auto insurance). 

The company’s mortgage loans 
to individuals are recommended by 
credit unions. which must make a 


minimum investment. in the Trust 
Company of 10 percent of the -ap- 


proved loan. This has been the cen- 
tral feature of the company’s loan- 
ing policy as it enables it to reach 
the borrower in amore direct 
route than other trust Companies, 
which must pay commissions on 
loans and which usually have 
heavy appraisal and acquisition 
costs which are charged to the 
borrower. 

As at the end of 1958; the com- 
pany had 145 members of which 
116 were credit unions, 21 local 
co-operatives and eight provincial 
co-operatives. 
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Co-operative 
Life Insurance 
Company

Co - operative Life Insurance 
Company was incorporated as a 
Saskatchewan company in March, 
1945. It obtained a Dominion 
charter in 1947 and now operates 
in nine of the 10 provnices. 


Control of the company ‘is in 
the hands of the policyowners, 
each of whom has one vote in. the 
annual meeting. Insurance advis- 
ory committees in each of the op- 
erational areas provide a link with 
the membership between meetings. 


Types of insurance written are 
personal, group life and group 
pension plans. Insurance in force 
at September 30, 1959, totalled 
$140,368,000. Invested assets were 
valued at $7,435,000. 

Branch offices are located in 
Vancouver, Edmonton, Regina, 
Saskatoon, Winnipeg, Toronto, Ot- 
tawa and Halifax. 

Among the Co-op Life’s: objec- 
tives are ‘the following: 

1. To provide insurance services 
in a high ethical manner and 
by the most efficient. and eco- 
nomical method possible—ser- 
vice at cost. 


2. To be generally responsive to 
the welfare of society in fostering 
the building of better democratic 
organizations and the maintenance 
of a sound and stable national 
economy which contributes to the 
make-up of a healthy and progres- 
sive society. 


wan ‘has appointed the Co-opera- 
tive Trust.Company Limited to ad- 
minister the Family Farm Credit 
Act. Under this legislation long- 
term loans will be advanced to 
young farmers in order to take 
over the family farm or to add to 
it to- make it an economic farm 
unit. 

A staff of seven are presently 
employed. The most recent acquisi- 
tion to the staff is an experienced 
solocitor. It is believed this is the 
first full-time solicitor employed by 
the Co-operative Movement. 

Advancing loans has been the 
chief activity of the Trust Com- 
pany up to this time. It is expect- 
ed that in future, the loaning 
Phase, of the MDruast Company. ac- 
tivities will assume a less domi- 


nate position and the estate sec- 
tion of its operations will assume 
greater importance,

| News Report 
| From. Edmonton

EDMONTON .— The provin- 
cial government evidently has- 
n’t forgotten about the idea of 
moving into the industrial tax 
field, a field at present occupied 
exclusively by the municipalities. 

Municipal Affairs Minister Alf 
Hooke made this olear in the 
capital city last week in an ad- 
dress to the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. He said it may be the 
answer to some of the inequali- 
ties in the present municipal 
revnue setup, and the gdvern- 
ment wants to give the idea more 
study. 

Mr. Hooke emphasized that he 
was expressing his own views 
and not giving a statement of 
government policy. But you can 
e sure he has a strong measuce 
of support from his cabinet col- 
leagues, including Premier Man- 
|ning, or he wouldn’t have spok- 
en on the subject at all. 

If the government ~does go 
ahead, the scheme would work 
something like this: 

Industries would be taken off 
municipal assessment rolls and 
be placed under a provincial as- 
sessment. The province would 
levy a tax, collect the money, 
and distribute it among all muni- 
cipalities on a.“fair’’ basis. 

The government probably 
would like to’ introduce’ the 
scheme as soon as possible, may- 
be even during the 1960 session 
of the legislature, but there’s a 
j terrific amount of groundwork 
to be done first. 

In the first place, arriving at 
a “fair” formula of distribution 
is a gigantic ‘task. Mr. Hooke 
said a municipality’s share might 
be based on the extent to which 
;the municipality provides 'serv- 
ices to industry. This is a prob- 
lem that will take a lot of solv- 
ing, especially in a situation 
where an industry is located just 
outside a town, village or city. 
The industry pays its texes to 
the outside municipality, but 
nearly all the workers live in 
the urban area and create a de- 
mand for services. 

Even arriving at a definition 
of “industry” is a problem. Mr. 
Hooke said some _ industries 
might be left on municipal tax 
rolls, others might come under 
the proposed provinecieal— tear. 
Someone will have to decide 
where to draw the line. 

The provincial industrial tax 
idéa has been discussed by the 
government off and on for the 
past four: years or‘so, but it’s a 
real political hot potato and 
something the province : won't 
rush into without a lot of pre- 
liminary study. 

Generally -speaking, munici- 
palities which have industrial tax 
revenue are strongly opposed to 
the idea, while those which have 
little or no industry are in favor. 

Among the advantages of the 
plan, Mr. Hooke lists the follow- 
ing: It would even out Alberta’s 
present varied municipal tax 
structure, eliminafe unfair com- 
petition among municipalities 
trying to attract industry, and 
encourage the decentralization 
| of industry:in the province. 

The ‘Minister made the state- 
ment in connection with a pro- 
posal by Edmonton and two -ad- 
joining towns to annex some rich 
industrial property in the near- 
by Municipal District of Strath- 
cona. He suggested the industrial 
tax as a possible alternative to 
the city’s financial ills, But if 
the province goes ahead with the 
plan it will have an important 
bearing on the finances of muni- 
cipalities all over the province. 

* * « 


Large-scale export of natural 
gas advanced a step closer to 
reality last week when the pro- 
vince permits to Alberta Gas 
Trunk Line Co. for construction 
of 600 miles of pipeline along the 
Alberta foothills. 

The 600 miles of line will ev-

While the provin- 
cial government permits are an 
important step toward the ex- 
port program, there isn’t much 
likelihood .of action until U.S. 
and Canadian governments give 
their approval to the export. If 
and when they. do, it will be a 
big shot in the arm for the Al- 
berta oil and gas industry.

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Health region doctors meet with 


staff of Bureau of 


“What can we do for the alco- 
holic ‘in Saskatchewan?” ; 

That was the big question asked 
of the bureau on alcoholism by 
regional health doctors and nurses 
who met with the staff of the bu- 
reau during the annual regional 
health conference held recently in 
the new health and welfare build- 
ing. It was one of the first meet- 
ings of its kind held in the prov- 
ince—the bureau on-alcoholism be- 
came a part of the agenda for the 
meeting and the bureau staff took 
over the program. 

Members of the bureau were in- 
vited to participate jn the confer- 
ence by Dr. George Kinneard, di- 
rector of :the regional health ser- 
vices branch. He stated that he 
felt for some -time that valuable 
work in the field of : alcoholism 
could be achieved by working 
through the regional health officers 
and their staffs, Although alcohol- 
ism is a health as, well as a social 
problem, this is the first time in 
the province that plans for staffs

Nineteen regional health doctors 
and nurses from the 10 regional 
health units attended the alcohol- 
ism seminar. J. F. A. Calder, di- 
rector of the bureau, opened the 
seminar with a review of historical 
facts on alcohol and: alcoholism. 
He pointed out that alcoholism is 
not something new but was cause 


for concern some 4,000 years ago. 


He was followed by Pat Ryan, 
supervisor of information services, 
who outlined the need for educa- 
tion regarding the problem in the 
province, and told how. it was pro- 
posed to meet this need. He stated 
that his work also. included the 
training of various personnel to 
deal with the treatment and re- 
habilitation of alcoholics. . Mr. 
Ryan also’ showed .the World 


Health Organization film, ‘To 
Your Health”. 
Medical director, Dr. Nick 


Chwelos; summarized the _ treat- 
ments now used in the province 
and gave some of the psychologi- 
cal factors that appear to contrib- 
ute to alcoholism: in the drinker. 
Angus Campbell, lay counseller for 
the bureau, related various case 
histories and informed the. group 
of the methods used in dealing 
with the alcoholic and his family. 

A very interesting discussion 
took place during the seminar and 
many questions were asked as to 
how the regional health offices 
could help cope with: the problem 
in their areas. All doctors and 
nurses stated that alcoholism was 
a major problem in the ‘health re- 
gions, with some of them stating 
that they were aware of 30 to 40 
alcoholics in their respective, areas, 

The director of the bureau on 
alcoholism, in answer to the pre- 
dominant question; “What can we 
do for alcoholics in our region?” 
advised that until such time as an 
extensive program of rehabilita- 
tion and treatment has been set 
up in the province, the health units 
should either refer the alcoholic 
to the nearest AA group or to the 
bureau. 

In an interview following the 
meeting Dr. Kinneard expressed 
the view that one of the duties of 
the health officer is to change and 
mould public opinion. 

“I feel,” said Dr. Kinneard, 
“that public opinion today treats 
alcoholism as a\moral problem; it 


tends to class the alcoholic as 
someone not worth treating; it 
thinks of alcoholism as something 


rorrectionale measures. This EE 
true, The alcoholic can be treated, 
and usually turns out to be a good 
member of the community when 
no longer drinking. The health 
units can help overcome alcoholism 
by hdlding seminars with medical 
men, with other interested parties, 
and with the community as a 
whole to change public opinion so 
that we accept alcoholism for 
what it is—a social and health 
problem.” Dr. Kinneard went on: 
“When we change public opinion 
we help to create an atmosphere 
which will be favourable to the 
prevention of alcoholism. That is 
one of the functions of .the health 
units, to bring about an atmos- 
phere favourable to prevention of 
disease so that it is more: difficult 
for people to become ill.” 

He eXpressed the hope that mu- 
tual co-operation will develop be- 
tween each of the 10 regional’ 
health units and the bureau of al- 
coholism,

Former Killam Man 


Presumed Dead 


TORONTO — The son of a 
former cabinet minister was pre- 
sumed legally dead Wednesday 
after being missing nine years. 

Mr. Justice F. H. Barlow is- 
sued a court order that Russell 
Alexander Stewart could be pre- 
sumed dead as of June 30, 1957. 
He was th son of the late Hon. 
Charles Stewart, premier of Al- 
berta from 1917 to 1921 and a 
member of the cabinet of the late 
prime minister Mackenzie King. 

Mrs. Lillian Maude Stewart of 
Brockville, Ont., filed an affida- 
vit that she had not seen her hus- 
band since June 26, 1950. They 
had been living in Salisbury, 
Md., at the time. Similar affida- 
vits were filed by Mr. Stewart’s 
two brothers and four sisters. 

The Stewarts were married in 
1937 in Ottawa and moved to 
Salisbury in 1940. 

Mr. Stewart’s brothers are 
Frederick of Camrose, Alta., and 
George of Killam, Alta. The sis- 
ters .are Rose Cook and Jane 
Whitman of Montreal. Isabel ° 
Caldwell of Vancouver and 
Christina Marshall of Ottawa.
